New York, Jan. 31 (A P(.—Inves­ 
tigation of the conduct of magts- j 
(rates, which for .several weeks has 
draw n an accusing finger across the 
city courts, produced a vindication 
Friday when M agistrate Louis B 
Brodsky 
was 
exonerated 
of 
all 
charges against him. 
A fter a tw o-day hearing of ouster 
proceedings growing out of the in­ 
quiry, five justices of the appellate 
division returned a four-to-one ver­ 
dict th a t there was nothing in the 
eighty-three findings on which the 
proceedings were based to w arrant 
Brodsky’s removal. 
Brodsky's Work Brau*rd 
Justice Victor J. Dowling, in pre­ 
senting the decision, said. in part: 
“Testim ony 
has 
been 
produced 
th a t the- m agistrate was industrious 
and satisfactory on the bench in 
every way and strikingly appealed 
to welfare workers for his work in 
the fam ily court, where he sat most 
of the tim e ’’ 
Justice Dowling dissented 
from 
the m ajority opinion in one reward, 
holding 
th a t 
M agistrate 
Brodsky 
violated th at section of the inferior 
courts act winch prohibits a m agis­ 
trate from 
engaging in 
business 
while on the bench. 
The ouster proceedings were based 
principally on M agistrate Brodsky’s 
extensive business dealings winch j 
Referee Sam uel Seabury, conducting I 
the inquiry, held were grounds for 
his removal from office. 
He is con­ 
sidered the wealthiest m em ber of j 
the city judiciary. 
No Connection 
M agistrate Brodsky insisted that 
his private affairs had no connec­ 
tion with his official duties and in i 
no wav 
influenced any 
decisions | 
from his bench. 
The exoneration is the first 
to 
come out of 
the hearings. 
Pro­ 
ceedings against m agistrates 
have 
been followed by their resignations j 
or have not yet reached trial 
These m agistrates who resigned i 
since the inquiry' were Francis X 
McQuade George W. Simpson and 
Henry Goodman. 
Twelve indictm ents charging per­ 
jury were returned by grand Juries 
against five vice-squad policemen 
The accused 
are among 
tw enty- 
eight suspended by Commissioner 
Mulrooney after Chile Acuna, for­ 
mer police inform er, had testified 
before a m agistrates’ inquiry that 
vlce-squad members had employed 
him to frome innocent women.
